newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst as a

A spokesman for newspaper executive 


Randolph A Hearst said the FBI told 
Hearst one of the dead was SLA leader 
Donald D DeFreeze But the FBI 
denied that agents identified DeFreeze 
-who was known as SLA General Field 
Marshal Cinque The FBI also denied 
telling the Hearst family anv such 
thing 


The SLA has said it kidnaped Miss 


Hearst, 20, who was dragged from her 
Berkeley apartment on Feb 4 


The coroner's spokesman said dental 


checks on the bodies had begun and 
autopsies would be conducted later 
todav 


All five persons —at least two of whom 


were women —perished during a furious 
hour-long gun battle Friday evening in 
which some 500 heavily armed police 
fired tear gas shells The frame house in 
south Los Angeles was sprayed with 
thousands of rounds of ammunition 
during the siege and caught fire during 
the battle 


Authorities said they were unable to 


positively identify any of the bodies 
because they were badly disfigured in 
the fire which was believed to have been 
touched off bv a smouldering teargas 
shell 


Acting on a tip, flak-jacketed officers 


took position around the house at about 
5 30 p m PDT and then called out to the 
occupants over a bullhorn "Come out 
with your hands up The house is 
surrounded " 


Two minutes later, a policeman fired 


a tear-gas shell into the house and 
immediately drew a volley of fire from 
semi-automatic weapons inside the 
yellow stucco building at 1466 E 54th St 


"It was a war, no other way to describe 


it " said Police Commander Peter 
Hagen, summing up the action that 
followed 


The siege was televised live in the Los 


Angeles area 


About an hour after the first shots 


were fired, thin tongues of flame 
suddenly shot from windows and the 
eaves of the roof The shooting stopped 
15 minutes later Billows of black smoke 
cast a pall around the house, obscuring 
the view of police sharpshooters and

NEW DELHI, India (AP) -India has 


set off its first nuclear explosion m an 
underground test, the Indian Atomic 
Energy Commission announced today 
The bias* brought the world's largest 
democracy into the world "nuclear 
club" heretofore reserved to the major 
military powers 


The announcement, which did not 


specify when the explosion occurred, 
said the bomb was designed for such 
peaceful purposes as mining and 
earth-moving 
It said India has no 


intention of producing nuclear weapons 


But the test indicated India may be 


able to build such weapons in the future 
it it chooses to do so 


The only nations that now are known to 


have nuclear weapons are the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain. France 
and China 


The Indian announcement said the test 


blast was conducted at a depth of 100 
meters —about 328 feet It did not say 
where the test took place or give the size 
of the bomb 


Experts had long suspected that India 


was on the verge of a nuclear bomb 
capacity The consultative committee of 
the Indian Parliament charged with 
atomic energy matters was advised last 
vear that Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's government was conducting 
experiments in the field 


But today's announcement was the 


nrst public indication ihat India had the 


abil'ty to build and explode a bomb 


Mrs Ghandi's government has 


strongly criticized atmospheric nuclear 
tests, particularly those conducted by 
China since it joined the nuclear powers 
in 1964 But India, like France, has 
refused to sign the nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty of July 1, 1968 


That pact was pushed by the United 


States in an effort to prevent the spread 
of nuclear weapons 


Mrs Gandhi contended it also had the 


effect of sealing the nuclear superiority 
of the United States and of the Soviet 
Union, which was among 94 countries 
that signed the pact

DUBLIN Ireland (AP)-"There were 


limbs pieces of clothing and bodies 
everywhere," sobbed an eyewitness 
after three powerful car bombs ripped 
through the heart of Dublin 


According to the latest police count, 23 


men, women and children were killed 
and 150 wounded in the rush hour 
bombings Friday night, the worst 
bombing incident in almost five years of 


the sectarian war that has hit the Irish 
Republic as well as Northern Ireland 


Five more persons died in a bomb 


blast in the border town of Monaghan 
and at least 20 were injured 


There were oodies and blood 


everywhere " said American attorney 
Fiancis P McQuade of Maplewood 
N J .who arrived in Dublin only half an 
hour before the blasts "A little girl who 
had been looking in a store w mdow when 


the bomb went off was blown right 
through it ' 


Police warned that more bombs may 


be on the wav 


Police sources suspected the bombers 


were Protestant fanatics from the north 
The bombs were planted m cars hijacked 
earlier in the day from a Protestant 
stronghold m Belfast, the Northern 
Ireland capital 


The Ulster Defense Association, a 


m i l i t a n t Protestant group, and the 
predominantly Roman Catholic Irish 
R e p u b l i c a n A r m y denied any in 
volvement with the bombings

LONDON (AP) —Allison Thompson, a 


teenager from Santa Barbara, Calif , 
burst into tears in London's Old Bailey 
courthouse Friday as a British jury 
acquitted her of all charges in an arms 
smuggling and kidnap plot 


Miss Thompson, 18, a former waitress 


and part-time model, was arrested Nov 
27 at Heathrow airport after arriving on 
a flight from Los Angeles Customs 
officials said they found five pistols and 
ammunition in a false bottom of a trunk 
<;he had with her 


The prosecution charged that the 


weapons were to be used in a plot to 
kidnap a high French official, whose 
identity was not given, and to hold him 
m exchange for 30 Moroccan political 
prisoners 


Two men arrested in London shortly 


after Miss Thompson was picked and 
charged in the case were found guilty A 
Moroccan Abdelkbir el-Hakkaoui 25, 
received a three year term while a 
Pakistani, Ather Naseem, 21, was 
sentenced to one year Both were former 
students in Santa Barbara 


A fourth person, Theodore Brown, 31, 


of Los Angeles, has been charged in 
connection with attempts to smuggle 
arms to alleged pro-Arab terrorists He 
was arrested at Tra\ is Air Force Base in 
California and is free on $100,000 bail 


Miss Thompson testified that while 


she knew the men she knew nothing 
about the plot and did not know the 
weapons were in the trunk She said she 
was el-Hakkaoui's lover 


traditional Protestant symbol

continue "until something is done about

The agreement, providing for a

Gein asks release from hospital 


WAUTOMA, Wis (AP) -Ed Gem, the 


Wisconsin farmer arrested during the 
investigation of a bizarre series of 
slayings and grave robberies 15 years 
ago, will have a hearing next month on 
his request for release from Central 
State Hospital 


The hearing is scheduled here June 27 


before Circuit Judge Robert Gollmar 


Gem, now 66, was committed to the 


hospital at Waupun in January, 1958, 
after being found unable to stand trial on 
charges of murder and armed robbery 


Ten years later, psychiatrists said he 


was competent to stand trial, and he was 
convicted of first degree murder in the 
1957 shooting of Mrs Bernice Worden, a 


57-year-old widow who owned a hard- 
ware store in Plamfield 


But in the second part of his trial, 


Judge Gollmar ruled he was innocent by 
reason of insanity at the time of the 
slaying He ordered him back to the 
hospital until officials there decided he 
was sane and that his release would not 
be a danger to society 


At that time, Dr E F Schubert, the 


hospital superintendent, said chances of 
Gem's ever being released were "rather 
slim " 


In February, Gem filed a petition for 


re-examination It contended that he 
"has now tully recovered his mental 


health and is fully competent and there 
is no reason why he should remain in any 
hospital " 


Judge Goilmar ordered two pyschia- 


tnsts to review the case and present 
their findings to him 


Gollmar has appointed Robert 


Rudolph of Wautoma to be prosecuting 
attorney and Richard Boelter, also of 
Wautoma, to be .defense attorney 


Mrs Worden's body, decapitated and 


dressed out like a deer carcass, was 
found in Gem's farm home near Plain- 
field. 


Authorities also found death masks 


made from skinned heads, skulls, and 
lamp shades made from human skin

Birukoff, 36, Omro, Roger Elsmger, 34 
Fond du Lac, formerly of Oshkosh, and 
Larry Vandermolen, 32, Ripon 


Wmnebago County Coroner Duane 


Moore said the three died of drowning, 
although Elsmger had internal injuries 
and he and Birukoff had burns on the 
left sides of their bodies 


Moore said the National Transporta- 


tion Safety Board expected to have an 
investigating team here this morning to 
inquire into the cause of the accident 


The men were identified at the scene 


by their employer, Lyle Schaetzel of 
Schaetzel Trucking, Fond du Lac 


Wmnebago County police were no- 


tified of a downed plane about 4 10 p m 
from the Jesuit Retreat House on 
Fahrney's Point They used a crash 
boat to reach the spot where the plane 
had nosedived into the lake Its'tail was 
visible in about 12 feet of water 


Three Milwaukee fishermen in a boat 


at the scene when authorities arrived 
said they had heard the crash and had 
gone directly to the wreckage to look for 
survivors 


Recovery operations included lifting 


the wreckage in a search for survivors, 
but police divers were unable to see into 
the cockpit and the plane was towed to 
shallow water off Streich Lane where 
the three bodies were removed 


There was extensive damage to the 


red and white Piper Cub, police report- 


ed, and the left pontoon was found 
floating near the crash scene 


Moore said that he thought that 


Birukoff, the pilot, was in the left front 
seat, with Vandermolen probably m the 
co-pilot position and Elsmger in the seat 
directly behind the pilot position 


County police notified the tower at 


Wittman Airport and a search plane 
went up to help with rescue operations 
if needed An official of the Federal 
Aeronautics Administration who was at 
the airport went immediately to the 
scene with airport manager Michael 
Brock 


Talking with police, Schaetzel said he 


thought the Friday plane ride was 
probably the first for Birukoff's two 
passengers He said they had left work 
between 2 30 and 3 p m and had circled 
the truck garage before heading north 
over the lake 


Funeral services for Birukoff are 


scheduled for 10 a m Monday at St 
Mary Catholic Church, Omro He was 
born June 25,1937, m Silvis, 111 , and was 
married to Dorothy Noll in Iowa City, 
Iowa, onNov 1,1956 


Surviors include the widow, two 


daughters, Knsty and Lori, both at 
home, and his parents and maternal 
grandmother living in Albuquerque, 
N M 


After living in Iowa, the family moved 


to Oshkosh and then to Omro seven years 
ago He was a member of St Mary

England finding oil in the sea 


In its effort to become self-sufficient in oil by the 


mid-1980's, England drills for the precious stuff nearly 500 
feet beneath the surface of the North Sea. It's a fantastic 
operation. 


The Sea Quest, one of the largest of the oil drilling 


platforms, cost $10 million and every day's operation costs 
about $30,000. The derrick is 320 feet above the water and 
each side of the triangular platform is more than 100 feet 
long. Night and day the drilling goes on —except when as 
happened during the winter months, the wind gets up to 90 
miles an hour and the wavps nf the frioiH water are fiftw feet 
high. The drills can probe as far as 20,000 feet into the sea 
bottom although most of the oil has been found around the 
10,000 foot mark. When oil is discovered, the well is sealed 
off with concrete and the rig moves on. It floats on three 
submerged pontoons which are anchored for the drilling 
operations. 


The standard shift for the 70 men on board is twelve 


hours. At first they worked for two weeks, and then had one 
week back on shore. But there were some accidents so now 
the men get two weeks on and two weeks off. They are 
shuttled back and forth to the mainland of Scotland —120 
miles away —by helicopter. New movies come aboard with 
the choppers too. Service boats bring other supplies. 


The work is dangerous but it's also boring except when oil 


is discovered and a find is expected to be near. Women and 
hard liquor are banned, although men are permitted two 
cans of beer a day at the end of their shifts. So far as known 
no one has smuggled anything on board. "It would interfere 
with the work and it would be dangerous and nobody would 
want to jeopardize his buddies," an officer explained. 


Oil drilling may not be the most glamorous occupation in 


the world. But it probably beats digging for coal in energy 
short England. And the North Sea finds have been about the 
only bright spot in Britain's economic climate in the last 
few years. 


Military pushes nerve gases 


The United States still has not ratified the 1925 Geneva 


protocol which bans the military use of chemical weapons. 
Even if it does, the Department of Defense argues that 
interpretation should not mean that tear gases or herbicides 
come under the definition. 


Recent estimates of the damage done in Indochina by the 


wide use of herbicides would suggest that they may be an 
even greater threat in the long run to the environment and 
life on this planet than lethal gases. The argument that tear 
gases are generally only temporarily disabling and not fatal 
has some merit although in combat conditions they are often 
used to render the enemy harmless while he is being killed 
off with something else. 


But of more seriousness is the contention by the Pentagon 


that the United States must go ahead and modernize its 
arsenal of nerve gases. 


The Acting Assistant Secretary of Defense, Amos Jordan, 


recently testified before a House Foreign Affairs subcom- 
mittee on this issue. Jordan was backed by several military 
officers and aides. His testimony appeared to take a far 
different viewpoint than those advocated by the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency and the American 
Chemical Society. 


The binary nerve gases are currently under discussion 


within the Nixon Administration. These gases would be 
"inoperative" in their separate state but become lethal 
when merged. Proposals are that both parts would be 
contained separately within a shell and would be united only 
when the shell was fired and exploded. Advocates argue that 
it is a safer type than the existing gases which the United 
States has so much difficulty in destroying because of their 
lasting lethal quality. 


However, one of the major threats noted recently is the 


use of deadly weapons, even nuclear ones, by the growing 
terrorist organizations in the world. Quite obviously nerve 
gases are just the type of thing terrorists would delight in. 
The horror of the release of such substances upon a major 
city makes science fiction films pale by comparison. 
Chemical warfare in general is so horrible because it is 
indiscriminate. No matter at what enemy it may be aimed, 
the changing winds can turn it back upon the aggressor.' 
There are no protected non-combatants in such a conflict. 


Jordan told the subcommittee that the United States had 


to maintain a substantial stockpile of chemical weapons as 
a deterrent against the Soviet Union because the latter "is 
better prepared to operate offensively and defensively in a 
chemical-warfare environment than any other nation in the 
world." Somehow the ability to so operate isn't alluring. 
Monies spent in this field should be used for security and 
survival.

Dyke is lawyer and horse breeder 


MADISON - One of the first of the hurdles 


confronting William Dyke as candidate for 
governor of a weakened Republican party is the 
question of identity and employment. 


News coverage from Milwaukee mostly iden- 


tified Dyke as "the former mayor of Madi- 
son," when he won the party endorsement that 
was generally predicted but was more decisive 
than anticipated because of the extraordinary 
performance of opponent James Devitt when 
the latter recognized that his effort of months 
was collapsing. 


If there is any single fact about the Dyke 


career that is remembered most by those who 
have heard of him as a politician it is that he 
lost the Madison mayoralty to Paul Soglin, a 
youthful former leader of student radicals on 
the University of Wisconsin-Madison campus. 


Since Madison is the second largest city in the 


state with a higher ratio of voting population 
than most urban centers, electoral rejection 
there is not the kind of background that a 
political manager would choose to emphasize. It 
may be possible to explain to the prospective 
Republican ballot 'choosers in Ashland or 
Sheboygan that Soglin won with the student 
vote, but it is not likely that such details will be 
noted. 


Dyke is a lawyer. Although he and his key 


assistants have not yet offered 
detail, 


it is probable that his principal income as a 
private citizen since leaving Madison city hall 
derived from his parttime practice with some 
specialization in the field of taxation. 


The more general impression is that he is a 


gentleman farmer in a rural town of Dane

reverse a year ago and where he is attempting 
to demonstrate the possibilities of the commer- 
cial breeding of horses. 


Yet his little horse ranch enterprise probably 


has not yet demonstrated much about his 
achievements in that direction. He has written a 
book on the subject, but it remains to be 
published. It is also on the record that he has 
had a fund grant from a respectable academic 
source that evidently relates to his experiences 
in municipal government and finance. 


Earlier in his career Dyke achieved con- 


siderable neighborhood distinction as a broad- 
caster in radio and television in a market that 
has not been especially distinguished for the 
performance of the personalities employed in 
the electronic media. 


The record is not especially relevant to his 


career as politician, since most of his 


experience was during.his law school days. But 
he was acknowledged as one of the best in his 
craft, a circumstance that may relate favorably 
to his task as candidate and ticket leader. 


Relatively few politicians running for major 


office for the first time are able to be at ease on 
television, for example, or to do more than 
contrive "canned" or recorded spiels. 


Dyke's sophistication in electronic promotion 


is the more important in an era that has vir- 
tually abandoned the classical person-to-person 
communication once known as "stumping." 
Direct electoral confrontations now are nods to 
custom and the expectations of the local 
loyalists, a method of space and time grabbing 
in the local press and television-radio, and 
justification for wire service press releases. 


But broadcasting on the repetitive basis that 


politicians seem to feel is required to get even 
fleeting attention is frighteningly expensive. 


Can the Republicans manage it? It is not 


likely, when Sen. Gaylord Nelson and Gov. 
Patrick Lucey who will carry the brunt of the 
campaign for the optimistic Democrats have 
already salted away more cash against the 1974 
competition than the Republicans can hope to 
match.

Undersea eruptions 
may yield rich ore

Geologists studying the Atlantic 


Ocean bed between North America and 
northwest Africa are reaching the 
conclusion that undersea eruptions may 
have been responsible for many of the 
ore deposits mined by man. 


Scientists engaged in a study known 


as the Transatlantic Geotraverse have 
been examining the ocean bottom 
between America's Cape Hatteras and 
Africa's Cap Blanc. They now believe 
that lava eruptions in the area not only 
continually produce new ocean floor but 
may be responsible for many of the 
world's ore deposits. 


It was explained that such metals 


which become veins in bedrock are 
sometimes lifted from the depths as 
islands or thrust up against a shoreline 
and thus become available for exploita- 
tion. Specimens, dredged up from mid 
Atlantic depths recently, were rich in 
manganese, the report said. 


The manganese deposit lacked the 


iron, 
nickel, cobalt, copper 
and 


chromium usually found in the nodules 


that form on the seabed. So it is 
believed 
to 
have 
erupted 
from 


hydrothermal "springs" in the ocean 
floor. 


A study is also underway to see 


whether the ore-bearing nodules are 
feasible for marketing. An international 
consortium is trying to develop a 
variety of devices to suck up these 
nodules from the sea bed. 


The nodules, which look like charred 


potatoes, range from less than an inch 
to several inches in diameter. In richer 
deposits, these nodules may assay as 
high as 30 per cent manganese, up to 1.4 
per cent nickel and 1.0 to 1.3 per cent 
copper. 


It is believed that tiny animals live on 


the nodules and encourage the growth of 
the mineral deposits. Scientists have 
been puzzled, however, as to why the 
nodules do not sink into the sediment on 
the ocean floor. It is believed possible, 
however, that larger marine life feeding 
on the tiny animals aboard the nodules 
may keep the nodules above the ooze by 
nudging them. 


"The political stand of this country's 


newspapers may be among the most un- 
derestimated forces in campaign poli- 
tics."

Indeed, you may suspect that this is 
excerpted from a keynote address to the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors 
by a politician engaged in rainmaking. 
Not so; it is taken from a careful statis- 
tical study of the relationship of news- 
paper opinion and electoral behavior 
prepared by John Robinson of the widely 
respected Institute for Social Research 
at the University of Michigan. 


Mr. Robinson even goes so far as to 


suggest that adverse editorials in the 
nation's papers may have cost Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey the 1968 
Presidential election. Using extraor- 
dinarily sophisticated statistical tech- 
niques, which exclude other variables 
such as age, education, race, income and 
city size, Robinson indicates that news- 
paper endorsements hardly affected 
committed Democrats or Republicans, 
but "the political stance of the news- 
papers read by Independents was as- 
sociated with a substantial difference in 
their Presidential votes . . . The pro 
Nixon newspapers seem to have swayed 
about 3 per cent of the total vote toward 
Nixon." 


Affecting Voters' Behavior 


In 1972, even with the Nixon landslide, 


Robinson has been able to single out 
meaningful 
differences. 
While 


Republicans were unaffected, Indepen- 
dents exposed to papers endorsing 
McGovern were 50 per cent more likely 
to vote for the Senator than Independents 
addicted to pro-Nixon journals. Behavior 
among Democrats showed a similar 
divergence between those who read pro- 
McGovern organs and those who read 
papers endorsing Nixon. Seventy-one per 
cent of the Democrats in the former ca- 
tegory voted for the Senator; 54 per cent 
of those in the latter group cast their 
ballots for the President.

Modercrfes gain in Ulster 


In spite of continued indiscriminate violence and retalia- 


tory killings in Northern Ireland, there are signs that the 
weary moderates are taking steps to find peace. 


Protestants supporting Brian Faulkner have become irked 


with the hard line, anti-shared-power attitude of the 
Reverend Ian Paisley and the Ulster Defense League. They 
have formed a new political party aimed at keeping Faulkner 
in power in spite of defections by members of the Unionists. 


Meanwhile there are indications that some Roman 


Catholics are becoming disillusioned with the Irish 
Republican Army as well. Recent revelations that IRA 
leaders have been living in some comfort, that they are in- 
volved in drug running to raise funds, and that there may 
even be some terrorist bombs destroying property for 
speculators rather than reunion with the Republic have not 
encouraged those who saw the IRA only in relation to its 
romantic past. 


The IRA has also been identified in earlier years —and 


rebellions -with the Irish working man. But Belfast IRA 
commander Brendan Hughes was recently picked up by 
police in what were described as "posh" surroundings. The 
apparent ties of some IRA leaders to revolutionary guerrillas 
in Cuba and the Middle East have also concerned may deeply 
devout Roman Catholics. 


The Republic of Ireland has shown a new willingness to 


move toward intercepting IRA leaders who escape over the 
border. In part it can be suspected that the Republican of- 
ficials don't want to be left out if the IRA is defeated. 


The spring British national elections showed a disturbing 


resurgence of rigid Protestant strength in the victories of 
such candidates for the British Parliament. This in turn 
prompted the IRA to take tougher measures but they appear 
to be in ways that are losing rather than gaining support 


It still may be a long way before real peace comes to Ulster 


Even as the moderates show strength, terrorists have a 
terrible advantage to disrupt. 


On Thursday last we glanced at the

misfortune. 


Cribs were made and floated into 


place by means of strong ropes —a 


. laborious task —and then loaded with 


stone to keep them in place. Still, one 
crib washed out and another with some 
four or more tons of stone was over- 
turned on Thursday morning, which 
may give one a faint idea of the force of 
the water. 


By 2 o'clock another crib was in place 


and rapidly filled with stone. At the 
present writing, it looks favorable for 
the volume of water being turned into 
the West Canal by Saturday night. If so, 
the factories and the blast furnace on 
that canal will be able to resume work 
next week.

President Eighty per cent of the nation's 
papers supported Nixon in 1968, and 90 
per cent in 1972.

Independents, for instance, constitute 38 
per cent of registered voters in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts.

At this point, somebody is bound to 


ask: "What about TV?'"' Well, here 
again, Robinson turns up with a distinc- 
tive and fascinating hypothesis, namely 
that "the public ranked television as its 
most important source of campaign 
news, but they were more often persuad- 
ed by newspapers." On this score, I have 
may doubts. The problem with television 
is that overtly the networks make no en- 
dorsements, but the way they handle 
"news" has a considerable subliminal 
impact on the viewer. 


Free help from networks 


Here I part company completely with 


the conservatives who accuse the 
networks of a "liberal" bias. The 
handling of the 1968 Chicago convention, 
the constant and excessive coverage of 
violence, disruption and the witless an- 
tics of the "counter-culture," led a sig- 
nificant number of Americans to vote for 
Nixon as the man who would end all that 
noise. As I contended in "TV Guide" a 
while ago, although the networks were 
not in the conservative bag, they were 
doing for nothing what they should have 
been paid for. 


But this is beside the point. What the 


Robinson study should do is generate a 
good deal of thought on some sort of 
"fairness doctrine" in the press. Robin- 
son states that "the newspaper en- 
dorsement is perceived as a nonpartisan 
message which appears to cut through 
the confusing arguments of the cam- 
paign and reduce them to a single 
conclusion." Surely no one will propose 
that editors become "nonpartisan" — 
that would be deadly —but perhaps con- 
siderable mediation should go into the 
way endorsements are handled. Reduc- 
ing complicated issues "to a single- 
conclusion" should not be a whimsical 
act.

Diabetes comes from a word meaning 


"to siphon." Both diabetes insipidus 
and diabetes 
mellitus (or "sugar 


diabetes") are marked by great thirst 
and frequent urination, but that is the 
only thing they have in common. 


Diabetes insipidus is caused by a 


deficiency in the amount of hormone 
(from the pituitary gland) that controls 
water balance in the body. Hence the 
excessive urination, the thirst and dry 
mouth. The hormone is vasopressin, 
which regulates absorption of water by 
the kidneys. 


It is not surprising that the exact 


cause has not been pinpointed. That is 
usually the way it is with this strange 
and uncommon disease, but any 
disorder or injury involving the pitui- 
tary could be involved. 


Treatment with pitressin (to substi- 


tute for vasopressin) is effective, and in 
general, with this treatment, patients 
are able to lead normal lives. 


I would not be concerned over im- 


pending puberty because growth hor- 
mone and other hormones produced by 
the pituitary should not be affected in 
diabetes insipidus. Just continue his 
medication and treat him like any nor- 
mal boy other than that.

glands (the ovaries) are not producing 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Recently I had 


colon X rays. I was told the colon was 
normal but a shadow showed in the X 
ray indicating calcification of the 
uterus. Would this cause constipation 
anu aoaominai uiscomiort at times.-'

Calcification (calcium deposits) can 


occur in fibroid tumors in the uterus. In 
itself, this would not cause constipation 
or abdominal distress. But if the tumor 
happened to be large, then it could 
cause both —the constipation being due 
to pressure on the bowel from the 
tumor. One approach would be to have 
your gynecologist investigate whether a 
tumor of such size is present.

among candidates and cost the in- 
dividual nothing directly. 


Lucey decried the amendment which 


would allow political contributions by 
corporations, and censured one to lower 
penalties for violation of the law. 


Lucey, commenting in Milwaukee 


prior to addressing a civic group, said he 
is so "very disheartened" by the 
Senate's treatment of campaign reform 
that he 4s almost tempted to summon 
legislators into still another session. 


The governor said he cannot see how 


"any honest, conscientious" legislator 
could allow the state to proceed under its 
62-year-old election laws in light of the 
lessons to be learned from the Watergate 
scandals. 


"My inclination would be, if the 


legislature went home without a satis- 
factory and effective campaign finance 
bill, to simply call them back the next 
day," he remarked.

Wisconsin since 1912, would be allowed 
under an amendment adopted by the 
Senate before the bill was sent to the 
Assembly.

During three days of debate, the 


Senate added 28 amendments to the bill, 
one of nine Lucey asked the legislature 
to consider during the current special 
legislative session. 


In its final form, the bill would 


establish a state election commission to 
administer election laws and collect 
financial reports from candidates and 
committees. 


Although 
financial 
reporting 


requirements are supposed to be strict, 
critics said loopholes were left in the bill. 


One provision debated by the Senate 


but not removed by amendment allows 
purchasers of tickets to $100-a-plate 
political dinners to remain anonymous. 
Names of cash contributors of $10 or 
more must be reported. 


A ceiling of $10,090 a year on political 


contributions by an individual is among 
the bill's provisions. But amendments to 
lower the ceiling for candidates' 
contributions to their own campaigns 
were rejected. 


A bloc of four Milwaukee Democrats 


helped 14 Republicans adopt an 
amendment 18-12 to allow corporations 
to contribute to campaign funds.

tional devices, such as role playing. 


—That the school district earmark 


and/or obtain supplementary funds for 
the development of an instructional 
Materials Center, to support the multi 
media teaching approach. 


Menasha school system director of 


curriculum, William Herziger, said that 
the study was undertaken with the 
reassurance to teachers that "this 
would not be just another study, but 


would give teachers some direction for 
curriculum development." 


Herziger said he hoped teachers 


would have the opportunity to develop 
curriculum proposals either through 
enrollment in a UWO summer school 
program or in the future, as summer 
projects. 


The committees also recommended 


that all grade levels of the social studies 
program be examined and revised if 
needed, in relation to curriculum 
recommendations.

essential link in beefing up Neenah's 
sewage collection system. It will tie into 
another large line, now under construc- 
tion, which stretches out along the lines 
of the slough to Cecil Street. 


The 60-inch line will supplement an 


existing 30-inch interceptor which 
carries most of the city's waste to the 
Neenah-Menasha wastewater treatment 
plant. 


According to the Corps, proposed

The corps will decide whether to 


grant a permit based on an evaluation 
of the probable impact of the project on 
the public interest. The benefit of the 
project will be weighed against the 
foreseeable environmental detriments.

Board's decision to appeal delays 
Hortonville teacher negotiations

The resumption of negotiations in the 


Hortonville teachers' strike apparently 
will be delayed as a result of a decision to 
appeal a May 6 order of Outagamie 
County Judge R. Thomas Cane. 


By fulfilling the requirements of a no- 


tice to appeal Cane's order to the state 
Supreme Court, attorneys for the village 
school board by law receive what is, in 
effect, a stay of the order. 


The order directed the board to offer 


jobs for 1973-74 school year openings to 
fired Hortonville Education Association, 
while ordering those teachers, as in- 
dividuals, to accept the offers. 


"Further negotiations are questiona- 


ble at this point," Cane said Friday after 
learning of the notice of appeal. He con- 
tacted Howard Bellman of the Wisconsin 
Employment Relations Commission, 
who was to be in court for what had been 
seen as a potentially key hearing Mon- 
day, and told him not to come to Apple- 
ton. 


Instead, Cane informed the commis- 


sioner only to be available. 


Cane did not appear upset by the 


board's move to appeal his earlier order. 


"It doesn't hurt my feelings any," he 


observed. "I would welcome the appeal 
because this is an issue not previously 
resolved by the state Supreme Court," he 
said in reference to the jurisdiction and 
authority which the trial court has. 


Because the board is appealing the en- 


tire order of May 6, apparently none of it 
can be taken up in Cane's court until a 
ruling has been returned from the 
Supreme Court. 


One key event which will be averted 


will be the board's submission of lists of 
HEA teachers it wishes to either rehire 
or nut to rehire. 


The only issues which apparently can 


be taken up at the hearing will be two 
orders to show cause, one requested last 
week by the school board and the other 
asked for late this week by the fired 
teachers. 


The order requested by the school 


board seeks to add several points to a 
tough temporary restraining order 
regarding the conduct of the strikers. 
The order had initially been issued by 
Outagamie County Judge Urban P. Van 
Susteren, and was altered later by Cane. 


The board wants the judge to order the 


strikers not to damage or destroy any 
property of the school district or its 
agents and not to induce or attempt to 
induce any students to leave school. 


In addition, the board wants Cane to 


prohibit the strikers from making any 
annoying phone calls to school district 
employes, and to cease circulating lists 
of the names, addresses or telephone 
numbers of the replacement teachers. 


Cane received a letter from an uniden- 


tified party which shows a picture of a 
replacement teacher under the heading 
"unwanted" and gives information 
about her background. There was no in- 
dication on the piece of paper indicating 
that the material was either approved or 
distributed by the teachers, however. 


The school board also wants Northwest 


United Educators to terminate their 
participation in the strike. 


The strikers are seeking an easing of 


restrictions placed on their ability to 
enter the school building and remove 
their possessions. 


They want authorization for groups of 


10 teachers to enter the building at one 


time, rather than individually, under 
escort of Sheriff's Department officers, 
to remove their belongings, commenc- 
ing 3:45 p.m. and continuing to 8 p.m. 
Monday, or until such time as all the 
belongings have been removed. 


The teachers want the school authori- 


ties prevented from making any use of 
the property, and 
in cases where 


ownership, of the property is disputed, 


the strikers want this property set 
aside, removed from the building and 
placed in the custody and control of the 
Sheriff's Department. 


The strike is nearing its tenth week, 


with 79 teachers still on strike. Five have 
been returned to their classrooms under 
Cane's May 6 order.

The bill, 
which the Wisconsin Department of 
Veteran Affairs (WDVA) had worked out 
with a sub-committee of the Joint 
Finance Committee was strongly sup- 
ported 
by veterans 
organizations 


throughout the state. 


"The question of who has the power to 


make a loan is not spelled out clearly," 
John Moses, WDVA secretary, said in an 
overview. "We have asked for a number 
of legal interpretations and meanwhile 
are pressing on as rapidly as we can with 
lenders and builders to make the 
program work. 


•"Our aim is still to serve as many 


veterans as we can and if the bugs can be 
worked out, the home loan program will 
be a greater program than the second 
mortgage program could ever." 


As it stands now, Moses said, there are 


two questions in the minds of board 
members and veterans: 


— Does the board of veterans affairs 


have any control on home loans; 


— Will there be adequate funding for 


nonhousing programs if the veterans 
trust fund is tapped for second mortgage 
loan money? 


"All control by the board over the bond 


sale process has been eliminated," 
Moses mentioned as the first concern. 
"All recovery cost of administration has 
been eliminated by line veto, with the 
result that these expenses will have to 
come from the veterans trust fund, now 
so reduced that we must operate on a 
day-to-day basis for medical and emer- 
gency grants, economic assistance loans 
and general administrative expenses. 


"All authority by the Department of 


Veterans Affairs over management of 
the new direct loan program, once loans 


have been made, has been eliminated," 
he said. "Powers necessary to manage 
the second mortgage program, once 
loans have been made, have been 
eliminated, such as power to bid in at 
sheriff's sales and to take a quit claim 
deed to spare the veterans foreclosure 
costs. 


"Veterans will not have the cost-of-liv- 


ing escalator to the income limitation, 
which we requestedjto be set at $18,000," 
Moses continued. "Thai was> cut by line 
veto. 


"Gaps in the remaining grants of 


authority for the new direct loan 
program and sharp contradictions in 
language arising as a result of the vetoes 
have raised sufficient doubt as to 
whether the new direct loan program can 
be put into effect," the secretary ad- 
vised. "We have asked for an opinion 
from the attorney general." 


The discussion apparently prompted 


Dr. Vernon G. Olson, Eau Claire, chair- 
man of the WDVA, to question "whether 
we are left with any veterans home loan 
program at all." 


The Wisconsin Housing Finance 


Authority is made responsible for rais- 
ing $140 million for the direct loan fund 
through the sale of revenue bonds. It is 
calculated that this would finance about 
5,600 veterans first mortgage loans and 
veterans groups predict that this 
number may escalate to as many as 8,000 
requests for loans. 


The funding of second mortgage loans 


calls for $5.3 million for this year. Jerry 
Sessions, WDVA, reported that ?3 
million of this *vill be used by the end of 
May to take up the backlog of second 
mortgage requests accumulated since 
January, 1974 when no funds were 
available for second mortgage loans. The 
department 
has in recent 
weeks 


approved $2,030,000 in second mortgage 
loans. 


"If the program is to work, it cannot be 


tied up in red tape," Moses told the 
board. "We have worked with lenders 
(banks and savings and loans officials) 
and contractors to interpret the working 
of the Home Loan Bill. The first draft of 
the manual is finished, there will be 
other drafts as the issues are clarified - 


we want to make it as clear and simple as 
possible." 


A spokesman for the Department of 


Administration said that the ability of 
the WDVA to handle second mortgage 
loans and administrative costs on first 
mortgage loans which the governor's 
office sees at $136,000 and the WDVA has 
shown at $195,000 are not closed issues. 


There is a possibility that amendments 


to the legislation could be presented and 
passed in July. Some were skeptical 
that the necessary two-thirds vote in the 
Senate could be obtained but felt that the 
necessary margin could be reached in 
the Assembly. 


Veterans seeking direct home loans, 


under the law, deal directly with their 
realtor and the local money lender works 
out the details and services the loan 
through the county veterans officers, 
certification of eligibility of the veterans 
is requested from the Department of 
Veterans Affairs. Moses believes that the 
certification, with a check, can be re- 
turned to the local lender within 48 hours. 


Albert J. Hanna, Milwaukee, chair- 


man of the 
Council on 
Veterans 


Programs, presented the council's 
recommendation that legislation be in- 
troduced to remove the veterans from 
the welfare statute, which since Jan. 1, 
1974 has set the monthly income earning 
limitations at $4.50. It would put them 
under Chapter 49 which provided that a 
veteran resident at the home could earn 
$20 per month to add to the $45 he was 
allowed to retain from his pension and 
Social Security. 


Since Jan i of this year, under the 


Medicaid ruling all vetearans entering 
the home could retain $40.50 and earn 
$4.50. This has not been an incentive for 
him to enter into the work therapy 
programs and craft selling programs, 
Commandant Arlin Barden explained. 
"Veterans entering the Home before 
Jan. 1, 1974, can retain $45 and earn an 
additional $20, so we have two classes of 
veterans now and it is discriminatory," 
he said. "The result is fewer members in 
work therapy program, and we will 
either have to hire civil service employes 
to replace them or abandon the 
programs."

All of the infected herds, Wilkinson said, 
were 
in 
southern 
Wisconsin. 


"Brucellosis is a real hazard, but it isn't 
necessary because we know how it can be 
prevented," he said. 


F.J. Griffith, deputy secretary of 


agriculture, said there is a proposal in 
the legislature to increase the indemnity 
payment on "infected cattle to a 
maximum of $300. Present payments are 
up to $50 for grades and $100 for regis- 
tered animals. 


Implementation of the Wisconsin En- 


vironmental Policy Act so far as agricul- 
ture is concerned was discussee by 
Arthur R. Kurtz, assistant secretary of 
agriculture. He pointed out that environ- 
mental impact statements are required 


from state agencies in all cases where 
major actions would have an effect on the 
environment. 


"I don't believe our department will be 


too deeply involved in the preparation of 
such statements," Kurtz said. And that 
suits the department fine, he indicated, 
"because some of them get very 
voluminous." 


Agriculture Board members critized 


the administration of the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, DNR. Phil 
O'Leary, Madison, of the DNR staff, was 
present to explain the discharge permit 
program under the 1972 federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. O'Leary said only 
major farming operations and any 
others which are deemed to be "sig- 
nificant sources of pollution" are 
required to obtain permits at the present 
time. He would not speculate about fu- 
ture requirements. 


Farm sizes established by the United 


States 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency and being administered by the 
Wisconsin DNR start at 1,000 beef cattle, 
700 dairy cattle, 2,500 hogs weighing over 
55 pounds, 10,000 sheep, 55,000 turkeys 
and 100,000 laying hens. 


"But what do they mean by those 'Sig- 


nificant' 
source?" 
asked 
Grudem. 


Several other board members also 
requested clarification. Wilkinson said 
he would try to set up a conference with 
the DNR in an attempt to work out a set of 
rules and standards. Grudem called for 
more research on pollution control, par- 
ticularly where agriculture is involved. 


He said pollution control agencies make 
demands 
before 
the 
practical 


compliance technology is available. 


O'Leary didn't agree. "We don't come 


out with these standards just out of the 
blue. A lot of study goes into them," he 
said. 


He said guides for the canning industry- 


are being developed by the EPA and ad- 
ded that about 70 permit applications 
have been filed by Wisconsin firms. 


Permits are not required, he said, 


when effluent is discharged to municipal 
treatment plants. Permits are necessary 
in the case of lagoons, package plants or 
other independent facilities. 


A proposed revision of the agriculture 


department's 
pesticide regulations 


received board approval. Ken Roberts, 
of the plant industry division, said the 
revision is designed to clarify definitions 
and restrictions, and to add a subsection: 
"No person shall intentionally interfere 
or obstruct the lawful application of pes- 
ticides." 


Roberts stated, and several pesticide 


applicators agreed, that there have been 
instances of unwarrented interference 
with persons using pesticides in accor- 
dance with regulations. 


Kieran Powers, Lyndon Station, asked 


for guides to disposal of empty pesticide 
containers. Such containers, he said, are 
often a serious problem because they are 
not accepted at many municipal landfill 
sites. 


The board authorized Wilkinson to 


proceed with a public hearing on the 


rules revisions. Wilkinson said he also 
will try to arrange a meeting with the 
DNR on the container problem. 


Griffith told the board that term paper 


mills, usually located in other states, 
continue to be a problem. For a fee, he 
said, a student is able to obtain a paper, 
research report or even a dissertation on 
almost any subject. "This is a serious 
thing,"Drees commented. "It does great 
harm to the student, and he becomes just 
a puppet." 


The problem is a department matter, 


Griffith said, because ir is charged with 
consumer 
protection. 
Under 
his 


proposal, approved by motion, a public 
hearing could be called on any complaint 
against persons selling such papers. 
Griffith said the proposal will be for- 
warded to the appropriate legislative 
committee. 


The board also adopted a resolution 


calling for elimination of consumer-size 
packages of imported milk powder. 
Wilkinson said the product might be the 
source of hoof and mouth disease if it 
came from any area where infection 
exists. "It is no problem if it is used 
solely for human consumption," Wilkin- 
son said, "but there is always a danger 
that it might be used for livestock feed." 


He said there is no concern about bulk 


shipments, which must go to sealed 
warehouses prior to distribution in this 
country. "It is a strange thing," Wilkin- 
son remarked, to call a product unsafe 
for livestock but fit for human consump- 
tion."

MILWAUKEE (AP) -College classes 


and dormitory living will be available to 
senior citizens under a program an- 
nounced Friday by Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey. 


Lucey invited Wisconsinites over the 


age of 65 to apply for the "Live In and 
Learn" program which will be con- 
ducted for about 200 elderly at the 
Whitewater and Oshkosh campuses of 
the University of Wisconsin. 


"Is college only for the young? Is 


college only for those who plan to use it 
to take up a career? What about the 
fulltime job of being an active citizen, an 
informed voter, and involved com- 
munity resident?" the governor asked at 
a meeting of the Allied Council of Senior 
Citizens of Wisconsin. 


The senior citizens participating in the 


program can live in the dormitories at a 
low rent while taking advantage of a 
university policy allowing persons over 
65 to audit courses free. 


"It is not easy to break through the 


stereotypes we all have of our young," 
Lucey said. 


"But it is an effort which I think has to 


be made if American society is to ever 
again be the kind of place we believe in, 
where the young can learn from the 
old-and the old from the young." 


Supervision ordered 
for Kaukauna boy

Services was ordered Friday for a 16- 
year-old Kaukauna boy who admitted 
attempting to cash a forged $425 check at 
the Bank of Kaukauna last March 5.
